PITTSBURGH, Dec. 4—The Negro boy who’s the 
football in this game of political football, starring Marvin 
Griffin, is an innocent bystander who probably won't, 
play more than five minutes in the proposed Sugar Bowl 
game between Georgia Tech and Pittsburgh. 

His name is Bob Grier, a 200-pound senior who comes from 
Massillon, Ohio, a noted capital of prep fdotball in these regions. 
Grier came to Pitt with a moderate reputation and will leave with 
Si a a same. He played only 145 minutes last 
season, but in spring practice he 
commandeered the fullback position. 

Around here they say that two 

personnel switches since the first 
of the season have been the making 
of the new Panther. The big one 
was Pete Neft for Corny Salvaterra 
at quarterback. The other was Tom 
Jenkins for Bob Grier at fullback. 

Grier started the first four games. 
He ran well enough, though hardly 
in the blockbusting style of Bobby 
| Epps, a Negro hero here in ’53 who 
©. now works for the New York Giants.

“That's their battle, not ours,’’ said a Pitt athletic official. 
‘We're sorry about it, naturally. We wouldn’t think of asking 
Grier to stay home from the game. He’s a member of the team 
the same as the others. He’s a nice boy who’s popular with his 
teammates and a good student in the business school. 

“If the Sugar Bowl people should call and ask us to leave 
him at home, which I’m sure they wouldn't, we would have to 
tell them that we’re sorry, but we couldn’t be there for the game. 

“We hold nothing against Georgia Tech, nor the sports- 

minded people of Georgia. We realize that this is a political 
thing. We're awfully sorry it had to happen, but we will have 
to point out that everyone has known from the beginning we 
had a Negro boy on our squad.”’ 

There are also some Jewish boys and some Italian boys and 
some Greek boys and some German boys and some Irish boys. 
All of,them seem like what we call nice kids. 

A group of them were sitting around in the Pitt Field House 
the other day. They’d had a little workout, some squash, rough- 
neck basketball and handball, and they still wore their sweat 
clothes while watching the Panther basketball team drill. 

Outside, the wind whistled across the abrupt hill on 

which the field house sits like a huddled chicken. Snow and 
sleet were expected that night. These kids were thinking about 
the sun and the South. 

“Should we carry Florida clothes down there?’’ John Cenci, 
one of the co-captains, asked, ‘‘l want to get me some of those 
fancy sport shirts.” 

They were let down when they heard they should be prepared 
for anything from chills to fever in New Orleans. ‘“‘Just one thing 
you can count on,”’ they were told, ‘‘that it won’t be snowing.”’

If you've asked yourself lately what's happened to the Penn- 
sylvania boys who used to come south to play football, the 
enswer is here. All but seven of the Pitt players come from the 
state. The average Panther lives within 20 miles of the campus. 
Nobody lives on the campus, you see, for this is a college 
without a dormitory, 

Most of the players are in pre-dental, pre-medical, engineer- 
ing and business school. Almost one-third of Pitt's last bowl 
Panthers, the ’36 group, are now dentists. This is sort of a legacy 
from Dr. Jock Sutherland, the famed Scot who earned his dentistry 
degree and taught in the dental school, but never was a prac- 
ticing tormentor. 

They are a good, big football team, size and ruggedness 

up front, substantial, sturdy men in the backfield. Halfback 
Lou Cimarolli, at 170, is the smallest man on the team.
